All Merchants and Traders,and others,defiring to end any 
Controverſie, Suit or Quarrel | ( for which there is no 0» 
ther Remedy but by perſonal Action or Suit in Equity ) by 
Arbitration, may agree, That their ſubmiſon ofthe Sur 
to the Award or Umpirage of any perſon or perſons, 
ſhonld be made a Rule of any of his Majeſties Conrts of 
Record, which the Parties ſhall chooſe, and may inſert 
ſuch their Agreement in their Submiſſion, or, the Condi- 
tion of the Bond or Promiſe : And or Once an 
Affidavit of ſuch inſerting, and apon Reading and Filing 
ſuch Aﬀidavit in the Courtſo chole, the ſame may be en- 
tred of Recard in ſuch Court ; and a Rule of Court ſhall 
thereupon be made, That the Parties ſhall ſubmirto and 
finally be concluded by ſuch Arbitration or Umpirage : 
And in caſe" of diſobedience thereto, the Party negle&-
